Two parcels of land have 
been obtained through the DIP. 
SOGA, a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion founded in 2005 by APFA, 
the retired civil servant’s pen¬ 
sion fund and the Aruba In¬ 
vestment Bank, will handle the 
tendering of bids for the con¬ 
struction and maintenance of 
the hospital as well as seeking 
the financing, once a bid has 
been accepted. This takes the 
process out of the public sector 
and is placing it into the pri¬ 
vate sector, before a board with 
greater expertise. This is a 
more feasible and efficient

Aruba Ports Authority 
Continues on the Rise 



ORANJESTAD - Cruise 
traffic continues to increase 
with August 2011 registering 
an impressive 10% increase! 
Year-to-date Aruba is mark¬ 
ing an increase of 10.7% 
(388.307 passengers) in 
cruise traffic. This represents 
a monthly average of 2.3% or 
48.538 passengers for 2011 
compared to 2010. The 2010 
year-to-date figures were 
350.878 passengers and an 
average of47.452 passengers 
monthly up to August. 

The amount of ships call¬ 
ing also increased. There was 
an increase of 14.6% or 220 
cruise chips in 2011 com¬ 
pared to 192 ships in 2010. 
This reflects an average in¬ 
crease of 5.1% per month or 
28 ships for 2011 compared 
to 26 ships per month for 
2010. 

This most notable in¬ 
creases for the months of Ja¬ 
nuary to August was in the 
months of March and May. 
Cruise traffic registered an 
increase of 42.4% and 38.2% 
during these months. 

It is perhaps important to 
remark that while cruise traf¬ 
fic to Aruba’s ports is increas¬ 
ing, cruise traffic in the 
region is on the decline. An 
example of this is the traffic 
declines in Freeport, the Ba¬ 


hamas -3%, in Bridgetown 
Barbados -8.6%, Cayman Is¬ 
lands -26.7%, Ocho Rios, Ja¬ 
maica -55.9%, Cozumel, 
Mexico -19.9%, Mazatlan, 
Mexico -84.2%, and Puerto 
Vallarta -45.3%. Even the 
former cruise capital, the 
Miami port, registered a de¬ 
crease of 16.8%! 

One of the principal rea¬ 
sons for cruise traffic decline 
in Mexico is because of the 
fact that many cruise lines 
have stopped calling on 
Mazatlan and Puerto Vallarta 
because of the lack of secu¬ 
rity in both of these ports. 

Ocho Rios, Jamaica also 
lost cruise tourism because of 
the poor tourism product. 
This demonstrates how im¬ 
portant it is for us to offer the 
best possible product to our 
cruise lines and passengers. 
The cruise capital of Miami 
lost her crown primarily be¬ 
cause Port Everglades, in Ft. 
Lauderdale became the cruise 
capital of the world with 
many cruise lines using this 
port as “homeport” to the 
world.

Israel should recognise

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
After years of court battles 
and political debate, the US 
military will formally end its 
ban on openly gay troops 
today with little fanfare. 

Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta and the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Ad¬ 
miral Mike Mullen, will hold 
a news conference to coincide 
with the repeal but the Penta¬ 
gon was taking a business-as- 
usual approach with no 
high-profile ceremonies or 
events planned, officials said. 

After Congress voted in 
December to lift the ban, the 
military reviewed its policies 
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and had 2.25 million service 
members — virtually the entire 
force — undergo training to 
ensure a smooth transition, ac¬ 
cording to Little. 

The 1993 law that will ex¬ 
pire, known as "Don't Ask, 
Don't Tell," required gay and 
lesbian troops to keep quiet 
about their sexual orientation 
or face expulsion from the 
force. 

Roughly 14,000 service 
members have been kicked 
out of the military under the 
rule. 

Former president Bill Clin¬ 
ton backed lifting the ban al¬ 
together but after he met with 
strong opposition from com¬ 
manders and lawmakers, he 
accepted the "Don't Ask, 
Don't Tell" compromise. 

Gay rights groups, includ¬ 
ing soldiers who were dis¬ 
charged under the rule, are 
holding celebrations across 
the country to mark the 
change.

ASUNCION (AFP) 
Paraguay ordered an immedi¬ 
ate halt to beef exports Mon¬ 
day after detecting 
foot-and-mouth disease in cat¬ 
tle from a farm northeast of 
Asuncion, in a move that could 
devastate the country's cattle 
industry. 

The discovery occurred 
during a test of 13 cows at a 
farm in San Pedro department 
some 400 kilometers (250 
miles) from the capital Asun¬ 
cion, according to national an¬ 
imal health inspectorate 
Senacsa. 

"Meat exports are sus¬ 
pended for 80 days," said 
Senacsa spokesman Manuel 
Cardozo, citing codes set by 


for Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network, said the 
change in the military's policy 
could help secure the eventual 
legalization of same-sex mar¬ 
riage. 

"In the United States and 
perhaps around the world, the 
military tends to be one of the 
more conservative institutions 
in society," Stokes told AFP. 

"For the military to em¬ 
brace this, for the American 
people to see the military em¬ 
brace this, make it work, see it 
work. I think it makes a differ¬ 
ence in other civil rights is¬ 
sues. 

"In every country where 
same-sex marriage is legal, 
open military service pre¬ 
ceded it," he said. 

Before Congress voted in 
December to repeal the ban, 
the military carried out a sur¬ 
vey and found that most 
troops did not believe that al¬ 
lowing openly gay soldiers to 
serve would cause any major 
disruption.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Palestin¬ 
ian president Mahmud Abbas 
on Monday urged Israel to 
recognise a Palestinian state 
and not "lose an opportunity 
for peace," ahead of a formal 
request for Palestinian UN 
membership this week. 

The Palestinian leader also 
warned of "very difficult" 
times after Palestinians seek 
UN membership this week, as 
France's foreign minister 
feared an "explosion of vio¬ 
lence" if no progress is made 
in the peace process. 

Abbas arrived early Mon¬ 
day to join about 130 heads of 
state and government gather¬ 
ing ahead of the UN General 
Assembly in New York which 
is set to be overshadowed by 
his move for full UN recogni¬ 
tion of a Palestinian state. 

Israel strongly opposes the 
move and the United States 
has threatened to veto any ap¬ 
proach by the Palestinians to 
the UN Security Council seek¬ 
ing backing for state recogni¬ 
tion. 

Abbas admitted he has been 
under international pressure 
over the Palestinian bid, which 
he intends to submit to UN 


chief Ban Ki-moon after ad¬ 
dressing the General Assem¬ 
bly. 

There are multiple diplo¬ 
matic efforts to try to reach a 
deal between the Palestinians, 
Israelis and Americans that 
would avoid a UN confronta¬ 
tion. 

The United States, Russia, 
the European Union and the 
United Nations make up the 
diplomatic Quartet on the 
Middle East, whose envoy 
Tony Blair is seeking to medi¬ 
ate an accord. 

Blair is seeking a statement 
that would advance recogni¬ 
tion of a Palestinian state while 
drawing the Palestinians back 
into direct talks, which could 
placate the United States. 

Israel says the UN bid is a 
Palestinian attempt to circum¬ 
vent direct negotiations, which 
ground to a halt in September 
2010 after Israel ended a 
moratorium on settlement con¬ 
struction in the occupied terri¬ 
tories. 

Abbas said he would not be 
deterred from going to the Se¬ 
curity Council and blamed Is¬ 
rael for the peace talks 
deadlock.

NHC: Chance of hurricane near 
Windward Islands still at 60 percent 


A low pressure system located 
about 1,450 miles east of The 
Windward Islands still has a 
high 60 percent chance of be¬ 
coming a tropical cyclone over 
the next couple of days, the 
U.S. National Hurricane Cen¬ 
ter said in a report. 

"Environmental conditions 
still appear favorable for a 
tropical depression to form 
during the next couple of 
days," the NHC said. 

The NHC added the system 
moves westward at 5-10 miles 
per hour (8-16 km/h). 

“Environmental conditions 
are not favorable for signifi¬ 
cant development,” the NHC 
said, giving the area no chance 


of becoming a tropical cyclone 
in 48 hours. 

The center was also moni¬ 
toring a low-pressure system 
900 miles east of Martinique. 

Tropical cyclones become 


named tropical storms when 
their winds exceed 39 miles 
per hour (63 km/h) and be¬ 
come hurricanes when their 
winds reach more than 74 mph 
(119 km/h).

Astronauts dive deep in practice for asteroid visit 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
When human space explorers 
reach an asteroid for the first 
time, NASA figures the expe¬ 
rience will be more like 
swimming in space than 
walking on the Moon. 

So the US space agency is 
taking a deep-sea approach to 
practicing for the first deep- 
space mission, which Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama has said 
could become a reality by 
2025. 

A team of international as¬ 
tronauts from the US, Japan 
and Canada is set launch the 
first 13-day undersea practice 
expedition in the Atlantic 
Ocean on October 17, NASA 


said Monday. 

"Gravity on an asteroid is 
negligible, so walking around 
on one isn't really an option," 
the US space agency said in a 
statement describing its aims 
with NASA's Extreme Envi¬ 
ronment Mission Operations 
(NEEMO). 

The project will help as¬ 
tronauts practice their tech¬ 
niques in an environment 
mimicking that on an aster¬ 
oid, using a submarine as a 
"spacecraft" and an underwa¬ 
ter lab off the coast of Florida 
as the "asteroid." 

The notion of visiting an 
asteroid presents a heap of lo¬ 
gistical challenges, which 
NEEMO is the first to tackle. 


Due to the lack of gravity, 
astronauts would have to toss 
down a series of anchors to 
stay attached, NASA said. 

The surface of an asteroid 
is likely to vary significantly, 
from hard rock to dust, so 
where those anchors touch 
down makes a big difference. 
And the explorers will need 
to link up a network of an¬ 
chors in order to move 
around. 

"NEEMO 15 will require 
complex choreography be¬ 
tween the submarines and 
aquanauts living and working 
in their undersea home," said 
Bill Todd, NEEMO project 
manager. 



DEAD SEA (AFP) - Dawn 
over the lowest spot on earth 
illuminated a Dead Sea very 
much alive over the weekend, 
as more than 1,000 floating 
nude Israelis posed for a 
mass shoot by US photogra¬ 
pher Spencer Tunick. 

The project, Tunick's first 
in the Middle East, is part of 
a bid to boost Israel's cam¬ 
paign to have the salt-satu¬ 
rated feature recognised as 
one of the world's seven nat¬ 


ural wonders in a global on¬ 
line vote in November. 

Experts warn that the 
Dead Sea could dry out by 
2050 unless urgent steps are 
taken to halt its demise. 

For Tunick, a Jewish 
American who has arranged 
naked human bodies over 
prominent landscapes and 
landmarks ranging from a 
Swiss glacier to the Sydney 
Opera House, a nude installa¬ 
tion is an indicator of a host 


country's openness. 

"In some places the work 
is a little bit more controver¬ 
sial, and then in other places 
the works are accepted as a 
litmus test for how free a 
country is, or how open a 
country is, and how full of 
rights a country is," he told a 
pre-shoot press briefing. 

Orthodox Jewish politi¬ 
cians and rabbis had 
protested over what they 
termed the "Sodom and Go¬ 
morrah" nature of Tunick's 
work, and threatened to take 
legal action against the plan 
to strip in public. 

The Dead Sea's surface 
level is plunging by about a 
metre (39 inches) each year, 
and the shoreline has receded 
by more than a kilometre (0.6 
mile) in places, according to 
some estimates. 

For Ari Frucht, who initi¬ 
ated the project and has 
toiled over its preparations 
for the past four years, a 
work by Spencer Tunick 
could help raise awareness of 
the sea's condition and gal¬ 
vanise Israel's government 
into action.

Italian scientists on trial 
for manslaughter over 
2009 quake 


ROME (AFP) - Top Italian 
scientists go on trial today, 
accused of manslaughter by 
playing down the risks of the 
devastating 2009 earthquake 
in the central city of L'Aquila 
in a case that some see as an 
unfair indictment of science. 

Prosecutors allege that the 
seven defendants — six lead¬ 
ing scientists and a govern¬ 
ment official — should have 
warned residents to flee their 
homes ahead of the April 6, 
2009 quake that killed more 
than 300 people in the capital 
of Italy's Abruzzo region. 

The experts were mem¬ 
bers of a panel that had met 
six days before the quake to 
assess risks after hundreds of 
tremors had shaken the me¬ 
dieval walled city. 

At that meeting, the com¬ 
mittee headed by Franco Bar- 
beri of the Civil Protection 
Agency analysed data on 
more than 400 low-magni¬ 
tude tremors that shook the 
region during the previous 
four months and determined 
that the activity was not a 
prelude to a major quake. 

The experts are accused of 
giving overly reassuring in¬ 
formation to the local resi¬ 
dents who could have taken 
adequate protective measures 
if they had been properly in¬ 
formed. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment issued last May, the 
seven are suspected of "neg¬ 
ligence and imprudence... of 
having provided an approxi¬ 
mative, generic and ineffec¬ 
tive assessment of seismic 
activity risks as well as in¬ 
complete, imprecise and con¬ 
tradictory information." 

The experts had made it 



clear that it was not possible 
to predict whether a stronger 
quake would occur but had 
recommended stricter en¬ 
forcement of anti-seismic 
measures, particularly regard¬ 
ing building construction. 

Many in the scientific 
community however argue 
that the case effectively 
amounts to putting science on 
trial. 

In an open letter sent to 
Italian President Giorgio 
Napolitano, more than 5,000 
scientists said the seven de¬ 
fendants essentially face 
criminal charges for failing to 
predict quakes, even though 
it remains technically impos¬ 
sible to pinpoint the time, lo¬ 
cation and strength of a future 
earthquake in the short term. 

But Vincenzo Vittorini, a 
doctor who founded the asso¬ 
ciation "309 martyrs" and lost 
his wife and daughter in the 
disaster, said, "I hope that this 
trial will change mindsets 
and will lead to greater atten¬ 
tion given to communication 
on risks." 

"No one expected to be 
told the exact time of the 
quake. We just wanted to be 
warned that we were sitting 
on a bomb," he added

Conjoined Sudanese twins doing 
well after separation: medics 



LONDON (AFP) - British sur¬ 
geons said Monday that one- 
year-old conjoined twins from 
Sudan were recovering well 
despite huge odds following 
four operations to separate the 
girls' fiised heads. 

Rital and Ritag Gaboura 
were born on September 22, 
2010, in Khartoum with their 
skulls joined. They were flown 
to London in April for surgery 
funded by the British charity 


Facing the World. 

The final operation to sepa¬ 
rate them was on August 15 
and doctors said the girls were 
now successfully getting used 
to life apart and did not appear 
to be suffering any neurologi¬ 
cal side effects. 

Lead surgeon David Dun¬ 
away told a news conference 
said it was a "real surgical 
challenge, a very rare and 
complex operation, drawing 


together many different disci¬ 
plines." 

Rital and Ritag are cran- 
iopagus twins, meaning they 
were bom joined at the head, a 
rare condition of which only 
one in 10 million sufferers sur¬ 
vive to infancy. 

Their parents are both doc¬ 
tors and approached the char¬ 
ity for help but by the time 
they arrived in London in April 
Ritag's heart was already fail¬ 
ing as it did most of the work 
for both girls. 

The separation was carried 
out in four stages by a surgical 
team working for free. Two 
operations were performed in 
May and tissue expanders 
were inserted in July before 
the final separation was carried 
out last month. 

Surgeons said the twins 
would need further surgery 
when they are older to im¬ 
prove the shape of their skulls. 


UN leader accuses big business of 
health cover-up 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
UN leader Ban Ki-moon Mon¬ 
day accused some big corpora¬ 
tions of putting public health at 
risk "to protect their own prof¬ 
its" as he launched a summit 
on everyday diseases killing 
tens of millions each year. 

The summit on non-com¬ 
municable diseases such as 
cancer, heart disease and dia¬ 
betes is only the second time 
that the annual UN General 
Assembly of world leaders has 
taken up a health issue. 

But about 36 million people 
die each year from the diseases 
and the UN is predicting an ex¬ 
plosion in the numbers, partic¬ 
ularly in poor countries in 
Africa. A World Economic 
Fomm report launched Mon¬ 
day said the world will spend 
$47 trillion over the next two 


decades treating the diseases. 

Ban told the summit that 
governments had to launch 
prevention campaigns, but he 
also targeted companies who 
have been strongly attacked by 
health groups. 

"I depend on our friends in 
industry to do what is right," 
the UN secretary general said. 

Ban called himself "a 
champion of the private sec¬ 
tor" but said "some hard 
truths" must be recognized. 

"There is a well-docu¬ 
mented and shameful history 
of certain players in industry 
who ignored the science — 
sometimes even their own re¬ 
search — and put public health 
at risk to protect their own 
profits. 

"There are many, many 
more industry giants which 


acted responsibly. That is all 
the more reason we must hold 
everyone accountable — so that 
the disgraceful actions of a few 
do not sully the reputation of 
the many which are doing such 
important work to foster our 
progress." 

Ban called upon corpora¬ 
tions that profit from selling 
processed foods to children "to 
act with the utmost integrity." 

"I refer not only to food 
manufacturers, but also the 
media, marketing and advertis¬ 
ing companies that play central 
roles in these enterprises," he 
told the summit. 

"Those who profit from al¬ 
cohol sales have to do their 
part to promote moderation in 
alcohol consumption. And we 
can all work to end tobacco 
use."

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Greece in creditor talks 
after default warning 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greece was 
to continue talks with the IMF 
and EU on Tuesday after being 
warned to tighten austerity 
measures and ramp up state 
asset sales to secure rescue 
funds and stave off bankruptcy 
early next month. 

Greek Finance Minister 
Evangelos Venizelos held a 
conference call late on Mon¬ 
day with the heads of mission 
from the EU, IMF and Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank to hammer 
out a response to serious slip¬ 
page from agreed budget tar¬ 
gets. 

"(In) the conference call 
held this evening between the 
Deputy Prime Minister and 
Minister of Finance, Mr. 
Evangelos Venizelos, and high 
representatives of the Troika 
(European Central Bank, Eu¬ 
ropean Commission and Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund) a 
productive and substantive 
discussion took place," the fi¬ 
nance ministry said in an 
emailed statement. 

"Tomorrow morning, the 
teams of technical experts al¬ 
ready in Athens will further 
elaborate on some data and the 
conference call will be re¬ 
peated tomorrow at the same 
time," the ministry said. 

Greece is under pressure 


from its international creditors 
to plug a budget hole of more 
than 2.0 billion euros ($2.8 bil¬ 
lion). 

The government last week 
announced a new hefty prop¬ 
erty tax and is expected to 
make further cuts in the coun¬ 
try's massive state payroll after 
the finance minister admitted 
there is "surplus" staff in the 
civil service. 

The talks were held as the 
International Monetary Fund 
criticised Greece for wasting 
time and falling behind target 
with a long-delayed asset sale, 
while the European Commis¬ 
sion urged Athens to imple¬ 
ment the necessary budget 
cuts and reforms. 

The IMF and EU warnings 
were a strong signal that the 
auditors are not ready to ap¬ 
prove the next slice of funding 
under a first 110-billion-euro 
($150 billion) rescue of 
Greece created last year. 

Greece has signalled that 
without the eight billion euros 
in loans it only has enough 
money to keep going until 
sometime next month. 

The IMF's Traa forecast 
that the recession-hit Greek 
economy will recover from 
wave after wave of crisis cut¬ 
backs and tax rises to begin 


growing in 2013. 

But he warned that Greece 
would default without a 
sweeping sale of state assets 
that is a condition of a new 
159-billion-euro ($219-bil- 
lion) EU bailout set up last 
month. 

The IMF and the EU had 
expected Greece to gain ac¬ 
cess to borrowing markets 
months ago and to return to 
growth early in 2012. 

Greece last year slashed its 
budget deficit by nearly five 
percent of output, a huge ad¬ 
justment that was still not 
enough to meet targets. 

European stock markets 
again fell sharply in response 
to inconclusive weekend EU 
talks in Poland on the euro¬ 
zone crisis and signs of eco¬ 
nomic slowdown in Europe 
and the United States. 

There is widespread specu¬ 
lation on financial markets that 
Greece risks not only bank¬ 
ruptcy but also departure from 
the eurozone, a possibility 
which would create chaos but 
which is strongly rejected by 
EU mainstays Germany and 
France. 

Morgan Stanley econo¬ 
mists predicted Monday that 
Greece would receive the next 
slice of aid and avoid bank¬ 
ruptcy this year however. 


Top Republicans reject Obama 
debt-cutting plan 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Top 
Republicans in Congress on 
Monday rejected President 
Barack Obama's pugnacious 
demand for $1.5 trillion in 
new taxes on the rich in a plan 
aimed at reining in the gallop¬ 
ing US deficit. 

"Pitting one group of 
Americans against another is 
not leadership," said Republi¬ 
can House Speaker John 
Boehner, whom Obama 
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specifically targeted in an 
acerbic, campaign-style 
speech to lay out his proposal. 

Republican Senate Minor¬ 
ity Leader Mitch McConnell 
also bluntly dismissed the 
plan, which ran headlong into 
lockstep opposition from Re¬ 
publicans who say raising 
taxes on the rich and wealthy 
corporations will smother job 
growth. 

"Veto threats, a massive tax 
hike, phantom savings, and 
punting on entitlement reform 
is not a recipe for economic or 
job growth — or even mean¬ 
ingful deficit reduction," said 
McConnell. 

Opposition from Boehner 
and McConnell means 
Obama's gambit is unlikely to 
clear the Republican-held 
House of Representatives and 
faces high hurdles in the 
Democratic-led Senate ahead 
of the November 2012 elec¬ 
tions. 

Boehner complained that 
the president had "not made a 
serious contribution" to the 


work of a new congressional 
"Supercommittee" tasked 
with finding at least $1.2 tril¬ 
lion in deficit cuts over ten 
years. 

"This administration's in¬ 
sistence on raising taxes on 
job creators and its reluctance 
to take the steps necessary to 
strengthen our entitlement 
programs are the reasons the 
president and I were not able 
to reach an agreement previ¬ 
ously, and it is evident today 
that these barriers remain," 
said Boehner. 

The speaker was referring 
to the bruising debt-limit bat¬ 
tle in which conservative Re¬ 
publican anger at a call for 
increased revenues scuttled a 
burgeoning deal between him 
and Obama to pare back so¬ 
cial safety net programs dear 
to Democrats while boosting 
tax receipts. 

"The good news is that the 
Joint Committee is taking this 
issue far more seriously than 
the White House," said Mc¬ 
Connell.

Europe debt worries 
sink US stocks 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stocks slid Monday, snapping 
a five-session winning streak 
as traders worried about a pos¬ 
sible Greek public debt default 
and eurozone inaction to con¬ 
front the crisis. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average skidded 108.08 
points (0.94 percent) to finish 
at 11,401.01. 

The broader S&P 500 
dropped 11.92 points (0.98 
percent) to 1,204.09, while the 
tech-heavy Nasdaq Composite 
fell 9.48 points (0.36 percent) 
to 2,612.83. 

Wall Street was firmly in 


sell mode after European 
Union finance ministers over 
the weekend failed to find a 
convincing way to tackle 
Greece's sovereign debt crisis. 

Financials were under 
pressure from the uncertain¬ 
ties linked to the European cri¬ 
sis: Bank of America shed 3.3 
percent, JPMorgan Chase fell 
2.8 percent and Citigroup 
dived 4.4 percent. 

The 10-year Treasury bond 
yield fell to 1.94 percent from 
2.08 percent Friday, while the 
30-year bond dropped to 3.19 
percent from 3.34 percent 


Oil slides on fresh jitters 
over Greek debt crisis 


NEW YORK (AFP) - More 
worries about the European 
debt crisis and global growth 
sent oil prices tumbling Mon¬ 
day. 

As Greek default worries 
spilled through the markets 
and Athens's talks with credi¬ 
tors intensified, New York's 
main contract, WTI light sweet 
crude for October delivery, 
dived $2.26 to close at $85.70 
a barrel. 

In London, Brent North Sea 
crude for November closed 
down $3.08 to $109.14. 

Heightened tensions be¬ 
tween Athens and its bailout 


lenders, the European Union, 
European Central Bank and 
International Monetary Fund, 
kept a cloud over the oil mar¬ 
kets. 

Also having an impact were 
reports that the OPEC secre¬ 
tary general said Europe's eco¬ 
nomic problems and high 
joblessness in the United 
States were causing slower 
growth in oil demand. 

"Obviously the oil market 
believes that demand will fall 
as well and the market seems 
to be suggesting further weak¬ 
ness as we move forward," 
said Phil Flynn of PFG Best.

Sheen's new show is due to 
screen Monday evening, at al¬ 
most exactly the same time as 
the return of "Two and a Half 
Men" on CBS with Kutcher in 
the lead. 


Mad Men received its fourth consecutive Emmy for best drama 


Actress Kate Winslet holds 
the award for Outstanding 
Lead Actress in "Mildred 
Pierce " at the 63rd annual 
Primetime Emmy Awards 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Cult 
ad agency drama "Mad Men" 
won the best drama Emmy for 
the fourth year late Sunday, 
while "Modem Family" again 
took the comedy glory at US 
television's awards show. 

British shows also tri¬ 
umphed at the annual Holly¬ 
wood show, the Oscars of the 
small screen, with Kate 
Winslet leading a string of 
Brits taking gongs, notably for 
"Downton Abbey." 

"Mad Men," which has 
spawned a host of lookalike 
shows, fought off the strongly- 
tipped "Boardwalk Empire" to 
take the best drama Emmy at 
the climax of the show. 

The brilliantly-stylized 
AMC show, about life in a 
1960s New York advertising 
agency, won even though its 
last series ended in October 
2010, and it will not return to 
the screen until next March. 

"We are so grateful to the 
television academy for recog¬ 
nizing this show again, recog¬ 
nized by our peers. We want to 


thank the fans of the show 
who support it so wholeheart¬ 
edly," said executive pro¬ 
ducer Matthew Weiner. 

The "Mad Men" success 
came shortly after "Titanic" 
co-star Winslet won the best 
actress in a mini-series 
Emmy for her role in period 
drama "Mildred Pierce." 

The Oscar-winning star 
plays a divorcee single 
mother who opens a restau¬ 
rant to survive in the Great 
Depression in the drama, for 
which her English-bom Aus¬ 
tralian co-star Guy Pearce 
won best supporting actor 
Emmy moments earlier. 

Winslet gave a short ac¬ 
ceptance speech saying she 
"didn't think we were going 
to win anything" — until her 
gong it had been having a dis¬ 
appointing night — before 
thanking her mother. 

Winslet's success came on 
a big night for another British 
period drama, "Downton 
Abbey." 

The show, about the aristo¬ 
cratic Crawley family, pipped 
"Mildred Pierce" to win best 
mini-series, while Maggie 
Smith won best supporting ac¬ 
tress, Julian Fellowes best 
writer and Brian Percival best 
director. 

In other drama categories, 
legendary filmmaker Martin 
Scorsese won best drama di¬ 
rector Emmy for his pilot of 
HBO's "Boardwalk Empire," 
while best drama actor went to 
Kyle Chandler for football 
drama "Friday Night Lights." 

While "Mad Men" and 
Winslet were the highlights on 
the drama front, "Modern 
Family" was the unquestioned 
comedy king at Sunday night's 
ceremony. 

The show, which casts a 
satirical light on the lives of 
three families, started the night 
by winning the first four 
Emmys announced, and ended 
it with the best comedy gong, 
for the second year running. 


Julie Bowen won for best 
supporting actress in a com¬ 
edy, best supporting actor 
went to Ty Burrell, best direc¬ 
tor to Michael Spiller and best 
comedy writers Steve Levitan 
and Jeffrey Richman. 

"Welcome to the Modern 
Family awards," ad libbed 
hostess Jane Lynch at one 
point during the glittering 
show at the Kodak Theatre in 
Hollywood. 

"The Daily Show with Jon 
Stewart" was the other big 
comedy winner of the night, 
taking the Outstanding Variety, 
Music Or Comedy Series 
award for an astonishing ninth 
year in a row. 

Jim Parsons won his sec¬ 
ond straight Emmy for best 
actor in "The Big Bang The¬ 
ory," while Melissa McCarthy 
was best actress for "Mike & 
Molly". 

Comic turns also included 
Britain's Ricky Gervais, in a 
cut-edited recorded contribu¬ 
tion riffing on his reputation 
for saying the unacceptable at 
awards shows, notably last 
year's Golden Globes where 
he was host.

PRATTVILLE (AFP) - Lexi 
Thompson has already made 
LPGA history, becoming the 
youngest winner of a tour 
event at age 16, but she is 
going to have to wait even 
longer before becoming a 
member of the tour. 

The home-taught US high 
school senior won the LPGA 
Navistar Classic on Sunday, 
taking a $195,000 top prize 
and shattering the youngest 
win mark of 18 years and two 
weeks set by Marlene Hagge

MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid's veteran Portuguese 
centre-back Ricardo Car¬ 
valho is already dreaming of 
playing in the Champions 
League final next May. 

The nine-time European 
champions have not reached 
the finals of the Champions 
League since 2002 despite 
being stacked with top talent 
but the 3 3-year-old says the 
Spanish giants are highly mo¬ 
tivated this season.

ATLANTA (AFP) - Michael 
Vick returned to the scene of 
his greatest NFL triumphs but 
it was a less-than-graceful ap¬ 
pearance Sunday for the quar¬ 
terback who was sentenced to 
two years in jail for dogfight¬ 
ing. 

Vick received a mixture of 
boos and cheers from the At¬ 
lanta crowd when he was in¬ 
troduced before the start of the 
Falcons' 35-31 win over 
Vick's Philadelphia Eagles. 

Vick was knocked out of 
the game with a neck injury 
late in the third quarter after 
running into one of his own 
players. He spit up blood on 
the sidelines before being 
taken by the training staff to 
the dressing room. 

Vick heard more boos as 
he walked to the exit tunnel 
and answered by pointing to 
the scoreboard, which showed 
the Eagles with a small lead at 
the time against his former 
team. 

Eagles coach Andy Reid 
said Vick suffered a concus¬ 
sion. 

And their lead didn't last 
long as quarterback Matt 
Ryan threw a career-best four 
touchdown passes and the 
Falcons rallied to win. 

"It was a wild one but we 
kept making plays and kept 
battling," Ryan said. 

Ryan threw a pair of touch¬ 
down strikes to tight end Tony 
Gonzalez, who surpassed Ter¬ 
rell Owens for fifth on the 
NFL's career-receiving list. 
Ryan then connected with 
Ovie Mughelli on a one-yard 
score that cut the Eagles' lead 
to 31-28 with just over six 
minutes left. 

Vick last played for the 
Falcons in 2006. A year later 
he pleaded guilty to federal 
charges for his involvement in 
a brutal dogfighting ring. 

Once he got out of prison, 
Vick joined the Eagles in 2009 


as a third-string quarterback 
but soon worked his way into 
the No. 1 role. 

He started the 2010 cam¬ 
paign as the backup to Kevin 
Kolb but took over the starting 
job after the first game of the 
season. Kolb eventually was 
traded. 

Vick was once a superstar 
with the Falcons, who drafted 
him first overall in 2001. 

Elsewhere, Ryan Fitz¬ 
patrick threw a six-yard 
touchdown pass to David Nel¬ 
son with 14 seconds left to cap 
a wild see-saw fourth-quarter 
and power the Buffalo Bills to 
a 38-35 win over the Oakland 
Raiders. 

The Bills scored touch¬ 
downs on all five of their sec¬ 
ond-half possessions to 
overcome a 21-3 first-half 
deficit. The teams traded leads 
five times over the final 14:10. 

"I can't recall one quite like 
that," Bills coach Chan Gailey 
said. "It was an amazing gut- 
check by our football team. 
What they did coming out of 
half-time was really amaz¬ 
ing." 

Green Bay quarterback 
Aaron Rodgers threw for 308 
yards and two scores, while 
the Packers staved off another 
400-yard passing day from 
Carolina rookie Cam Newton 
to beat the Panthers 30-23. 

A week after throwing for 
422 yards, Newton outdid 
himself by throwing for 432 
yards and a touchdown.

But Newton wasn't in cel¬ 
ebratory mood. 

"We've just got to get it 
right. We're going to get it 
right," Newton said. "But I'm 
not the person to just sit up 
here and say, 'Well, we have 
next time.' I'm not that type of 
person. I want it right now and 
I want to get it right now." 

Tony Romo, playing with a 
fractured rib, connected with 
Jesse Holley on a 77-yard 
completion on the Cowboys' 
first play of overtime that set 
up a winning field goal as 
Dallas came from behind to 
beat San Francisco 27-24. 

Romo completed five of 
six passes on the tying drive, 
hitting consecutive throws to 
Holley before finding him 
again in overtime. 

"Ribs are tough," Romo 
said. "It's just hard to breathe, 
and talk really. You have to 
talk loud, especially on the 
road."

Players could strike over schedule: Murray 


LONDON (AFP) - Leading 
men's tennis players could go 
on strike if the ATP schedule 
is not reformed, claimed 
world number four Andy 
Murray on Monday. 

The 24-year-old Scot told 
the BBC that he had held sev¬ 
eral talks with other players 
at the US Open and they 
would be discussing the mat¬ 
ter further at the Shanghai 
Masters early next month. 

Matters came to a head at 
the US Open where rain 
forced some players such as 
Spanish star Rafael Nadal to 
play matches on three succes¬ 
sive days then have one day 


off and travel to Europe to 
play Davis Cup. 

The players were also in¬ 
censed by the announcement 
last year by ATP chief execu¬ 
tive Adam Helfant, who has 
since decided to leave the 
governing body, that the Paris 
Masters and the World Tour 
Finals would be played back- 
to-back, so two weeks have 
been saved in the 2012 ATP 
calendar. 

However, Murray made 
clear the players' patience 
was wearing thin. 

"It's (a strike) a possibility. 
I know from speaking to 
some players they're not

afraid of doing that (strik¬ 
ing)," said Murray, who was 
beaten by Nadal in the US 
Open semi-finals. 

"Let's hope it doesn't come 
to that but I'm sure the play¬ 
ers will consider it." 

Murray, was adamant that 
their voices had to be heard 


and that a strike or boycott 
will be discussed in Shang¬ 
hai. 

"We just want things to 
change, really small things. 
Two or three weeks during 
the year, a few less tourna¬ 
ments each year, which I 
don't think is unreasonable." 


ITF president Francesco 
Ricci Bitti said last week that 
complaints by Nadal over the 
Davis cup scheduling were 
"inconsistent", saying players 
voted for the current dates, 
against the ITF's wishes, back 
in 2009.
